The building is of brick in the 
Georgian style of architecture, The 
building sets well back from the street 
to allow widening at some future time.

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New England Leads Way 
In Novel Food Development

EW ENGLAND has always been 
widely known for the excel- 
lence of its food, but the fame of 
its wholesome cooking and tasty 


dishes is being eclipsed by a recent 
food development which is focusing 
world-wide attention on the New 
England States. 

Invented by a New Englander, 
and perfected in New England lab- 
oratories, a unique food process 
has been developed; and quick- 
frozen foods, including meats, sea- 
foods, vegetables and berries, are 
making their appearance only in 
New England cities and towns.

THE HANLON BROTHERS

To the Editor of 
Rudolph Elie started off his 
column wondering “if anyone 


Cohasset remembers the Hanlon 


brothers?’ 

I think it will interest Mr. Elie 
to know that a Cohasset High 
School student, James Barrett, 


several years ago won an essay 
contest for a prize offered by the 
Cohasset Historical’ Society by 
writing a very informative essay 
on the history of the Hanlon Broth- 
ers and their studio in Cohasset. 
The father of our present Town 
Clerk, Mr. William Morris, worked 
for the Hanlon Brothers for many 
years and has many stories to tell 
about the old ‘‘Superba”’ and 
“Fantasma’’ shows. If 1 am not 
mistaken two of the clowns in the 


Ringling Brothers Circus. not 
many years ago were graduates of 


the Hanion Brothers’ performance 
in their boyhood, 

In my boyhood the Hanlon broth- 
ers’ studio still was standing near 


the railroad station on Ripley 
Road like a great abandoned 
grain elevator. Here in the old 


days the Hanlon Brothers manu- 
factured their sets and I can re- 
member. exploring the old build- 
ing as a child and playing among 
papier mache lion heads of enor- 
mous. size and various. other 
abandoned mementos of the ex- 
travagant Hanlon production. My 
father, Dr. Oliver H Howe, and 
Mr. Newcomb B.. Tower bought 
the old building about 30 years ago 
and tore it down, since it was 
both an eyesore and a fire hazard 
in the town. The land is now 
occupied by the new building of a 
plumbing concern on Ripley Road. 

Cohasset was indeed a Mecca 
for theatrical people in those days 
The great actors Laurence Bar- 
rett and Crane both had summer 
residences in the town, and it was 
not surprising that the Hanlon 
Brothers made it their headquar-

Iam amazed at the reluctance of 
Congress to resort to beer for reve- 
nue purposes. Here are two bodies 
of a great Congress faced with a 
tremendous financial problem. At 
one stroke they could raise half a 
billion dollars on beer which would 
be perfectly legal under the consti- 
tution and at the same time elimi- 
nate a large part of the taxation 
burden ‘which otherwise must be 
imposed. 

Beer offers the most reasonable 
and equitable means of raising large 
revenue. It would not take the 
money from the pockets of the poor 
or even of the rich. That $500,- 
000,000 would come from the pockets 
of the bootlegger by diminishing his 
business, 

It is true that there is but small 
chance that Congress will follow a 
wise course with respect to beer. 
But I shall not refuse to work for a 
cause merely for the reason that the 
fight is just beginning, 

It would not be necessary to fix 
any new beer taxes, They are a 
holdover at $5 or $6 a barrel from 
pre-Volstead days. That rate 
amounts to about two cents a pint 
bottle and it would raise $500,000,000 
for the federal treasury. 

The amendment I propose to offer 
merely would change the Volstead 
act by making it effective only on

naturalists joined in the melee. For 
four years verbal clubs and brick- 
bats flew thick:and fast. Then it 
dawned upon me if I ever made a 
mistake in natural history in my 
books my days as a nature writer 
were over. I had to do in total dark- 
ness what these men were doing with 
the aid of opera glasses, note books 


and copious reading of the nature 
classics. It was a terrible under- 


taking, yet I did not hesitate and IL 
am happy to say that in the twenty- 
five years I have written nature 
books not one volume has ever been 
criticized. There are a few mistakes 
in my books, every naturalist makes 
mistakes, but they are as accurate 
as patient plodding can make them. 
I go over my manuscripts seven 
times before they finally see the 
light. 

“A full set of my published books 
number thirty-one nature books, 
five volumes of poems and several 
more books on the presses and in 
manuscripts. { have worn out six 
typewriters during the last thirty 
years. People often say to me, ‘How 
can you stand it to work so-~-hard? 
Don’t you ever get tired?’ Yes, I 
get tired, but the Infinite Mind of 
which my own is a feeble reflection 
never tires, and that thought rests 
me. Besides in the Divine reservoir, 
there is always unlimited strength. 
T always sandwich play with work, 
attending all the college baseball and 


football games within. twenty-five 
miles of my home, and fishing, 


camping and automobile help out in 
the summer time. 


“Although 1 have written nearly 
forty books which have been pub- 
lished in the United States, England, 
France and the Netherlands, yet I 
am not rich, but the returns from 


this work have been adequate for all 
my needs. 

“Sometimes people say to me, “You 
must be a born genius.’ Yes, Iam 
a genius if you accept Edison’s defi- 
nition of one, two per cent inspira- 
tion and ninety-eight per cent per- 
spiration. Patience, perseverance 
and pluck, my three p’s, have made 
my books as good as they are, but I 


never mean to be personal about 
them because in the last analysis 


each one of us is simply an appren-

True enough the story is sentimental. Its 
appeal is largely directed to the gentler 
emotions. Your younger generation may 
be inclined to regard itewith scorn at 
the beginning. But before it is finished 
it would be surprising if even they are 
not somewhat touched. For it is skilfully 
acted by such a master of his art as 
Leslic Howard. It provides Frederic 
March with opportunity both for variety 
and for a characterization that rings true, 
It gives to Norma Shearer the kind of 
material in which she is. particularly 
adept. All that she did or neglected to 
do in “Strange Interlude” is forgiven 
and forgotten. Her performance is one 
in which any actress might take pride. 

Essentially the story is a familiar one. 
It turns on the rancors of one generation 
that: are visited on another. It seems 
that back in the days when ladies wore 
crinolines and gentlemen cultivated a 
more colorful type of costume than black 
evening coats, an estimable young man 
was about to be married to the fairest of 
her sex. But his disappointed rival 
snatched her away at the altar by com- 
mitting murder. Her fiancé was left to 
cherish both her memory and his hate. 
Her murderer escaped. Years later, 
about the time of the war, the son of 
the rascal returned to England and fell 
in love with the niece and ward of his 
father’s old rival. It is easy to guess the 
rest: how the romance of the younger 
generation was sternly forbidden; how, 
nevertheless, it still continued; how, when 
the young man went to war and returned 
wounded, the old man relented and gave 
his blessing to the match. 

Much of the technique employed turns 
on the flash-back. There are also spir- 
itual visitations from the other world 
snatches of remembered music, ghostly 
exhortations gently voiced.

The 
fundamental discovery was that the paths 
of the meteors seemed to radiate from a 
point in ithe constellation of Leo, hence 
the name Leonid. 

The 1866 shower, while fine, was not 
comparable to that in 1833. The shower 
missed the earth entirely in 1899, though 
moderate numbers of Leonids were seen 
in 1898 and 1901. 


Expect Display Like 1866 


In 1928 many Leonids appeared; in 
1929 very few; in 1930 the numbers in- 
creased greatly; in 1931 there was a very 
fine display. Meantime calculations 
made by English and Russian astrono- 
mers show that the stream of particles 
should have been shifted back since 1899 
into such a position that the earth -will 
pass through it again, probably as well 
as in 1866, though not right through the 
densest part which it met in 1838.
